said: 
"Yes. I believe I ought to say now, 
that there is no politics to distract p ub­ 
lic attention, th at the president of the 
New York Life was not the only such 
contributor. The officers of other great 
life Insurance companies, such as the 
Equitable and Mutual, also contributed 
from policy holders’ funds for c am ­ 
paign purposes last year. 
“W hat has been proved in the casa 
of the New York Life undoubtedly will 
be proved In the other cases. The facts 
exist and honest 
and 
able 
counsel, 
backed by an honest committee, will 
undoubtedly bring them out for the 
public good. 
“W ept there an Investigation of rail­ 
road. m anufacturing and other corpo­ 
rations it would be found that these 
life Insurance companies were not the 
only corporations who put their hands 
Into the treasury and took out moneys 
belonging to wMdows and orphans to 
help secure a partisan triumph. 
“T hat their acts were unlawful and 
their purposes corrupt goes without 
saying. 
They intended to have the 
money used, as It was, in corrupting 
the electorate. 
Mr. Perkins m akes the 
point that Mr. John A. McCall, presi­ 
dent of the New York Life is a Demo­ 
crat. 
A pparently he would have the 
public assum e that when Mr. McCall 
unlawfully and wrongfully contributed 
these 
funds—the 
company's 
share, 
probably, as a m em ber of the under­ 
w riting syndicate, It was ev« ld“nce of 
political virtue than misconduct. 
“The truth about It Is this, and I say 
It without feeling, but emphatically, 
th at men like McCall ha ce no political 
convictions that stand in the way of 
their personal advantage. 
Such men 
desire the trium ph of th 
party that 
will better serve their financial in te r­ 
ests and will, for contributions past, 
present and future, continue to protect 
these men by lenient legislation and by 
pretense of execution of law which 
shall tenderly be blind to all their of­ 
fenses. 
The party they espouse in the 
board room and contribute to it of the 
moneys they hold In trust, and occa­ 
sionally a little of their own. 
The u n ­ 
derlying principles 
which 
divide the 
great m ass of people into parties have 
no effect on such men. 
Their one In­ 
quiry is: ‘Will the p arty organization 
in Its hour of trium ph remember our 
generosity 
and 
respond 
to our 
d e­ 
m ands?’ 
Of course, the organization 
does rem em ber for it expects a similar 
contribution next time. 
And the ex­ 
pectation is not In vain. Last year was 
not the first. 
Such contributions had 
been made before in national, state and 
municipal elections. 
“T he officers responsible* for these 
raids on the treasuries of corporations 
have received their rew ard in u n fetter­ 
ed m anagem ent of life insurance co r­ 
porations; in the unem barrassed raids 
on the public through trusts, condemned 
by both common and statu te law, in re­ 
fusal to punish criminally the officers 
of railroad and other corporations vio­ 
lating the laws and in statutory p e r­ 
mission to m anufacturing corporations 
to levy tribute on the people. 
"There can be no hope of checking 
the unlawful aggressions of officers of 
great corporations so long as they may 
thus form a quasi partnership with the 
organization of the dom inant political 
party. 
For In the hour when the a d ­ 
m inistrative official se‘-ks to punish the 
offender, he is reminded by the head of 
the organization of the m agnitude of 
the contributions of the co rp o ra tes. 
“There is, however, something worse. 
if possible, than the escape of such 
offenders from Justice. 
It is the g ra d ­ 
ual demoralization of voters and the 
dulling of the public conscience caused 
by the efforts to m ake these vast sums 
of money procure the ballots they were 
intended to procure corruptly or o th ­ 
erwise. 
“I Is not my purpose to claim that 
the Democratic party, subjected to the 
tem ptation which has overcome the 
other party during the last few years, 
would have acted differently. 
Mere 
party advantage should not be sought 
from the disclosures m ade in this in­ 
vestigation. 
But the facts should be 
diligently sought, th at the people may 
become so aroused that they will in­ 
sist upon legislation, m aking q a crim ­ 
inal offense for officers to contribute 
corporate funds for political purposes, 
and depriving the apparent successful 
candidates of their offices. 
“Efforts in that direction have been 
m aking "In different states since N o­ 
vember last and particularly in this 
state. B ut the Republican organization 
would not consent to it, so the legisla­ 
ture defeated the bills. And the o rg an ­ 
ization . never will consent until 
an 
aroused public sentim ent shall th re a t­ 
en legislatures with political oblivion 
who fail to enact the laws of this ques­ 
tion."
